FOR BURIAL OF NAVAL HERO 
A T ANNAPOLIS. 


As P resident-G eneral of P atriotic 
D au gh ters of th e A m erican R ev­ 
olution She Wa9 Invited G uest of 
Honor a t C erem ony. 


When the annual convention of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
was in session in W ashington a few 
weeks ago the meetings were presided 
over by Mrs. Donald McLean. She en­ 
joyed the unique distinction of being 
the first presiding officer of the con­ 
gress who was not the wife of some 
man prominent in official circles. She 
had been a oandidate for this high 
woman’6 office for several years, and 
the opposition to her election was 
plainly stated because she could not 
bring to the office high “national” 
prestige, which the Daughters of the 
American Revolution felt was neces­ 
sary to the varied traditions of the so­ 
ciety. 


FROM LONG LINE OF PATRIOTS. 
Mrs. McLean has half a yard or so of 
ancestral bars on her revolutionary 
ribbon, and hails back to some very 
distinguished citizens, both men and 
women. She was born in Prospect Hall, 
Frederick, Md., the city made famous 
by W hittier’s poem. “Barbara Fritchie.” 
The ancestral hall is a big, beautiful 


come a finished expert in thrust and 
parry in parliam entary tactics. 
At the Fourteenth Continental Con­ 
gress of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, when Mrs. McLean was 
Regent of the New York Chapter, she 
assisted in introducing a resolution 
looking to the burial of Paul Jones in 
Annapolis, Md., that being her native 
State. 
Besides having a local pride, 
she thought the first naval hero of the 
nation should be buried near to the 
great naval school. 
There was tremendous opposition to 
the proposition, and the congress voted 
to “lay the resolution on the table,” an 
expression used in parliamentary pro­ 
ceedings to defer action on the subject. 
Later it was taken up, but the congress 
voted against taking the body of the 
naval hero to Annapolis and favored 
bringing it to Washington for burial in 
Arlington. Mrs. McLean has now. how­ 
ever, seen one of her dearest wishes 
carried out, and, as head of one of the 
greatest societies of patriotic women 
in the world, she was a guest of honor 
at the recent burial ceremonies of Ad­ 
miral Paul Jones at Annapolis.

Maryland. 
He was an orator of re­ 
nown, and Mrs. 3'cLean seems to have 
inherited this attribute of her father.

McLean’s 
grandfather 
was 
Judge William P. Maulsby, and her 
grandmother, Emily Nelson, for whom 
she was named, was the daughter of 
Gen. Roger Nelson, who was a boy of 
sixteen in college when the Declaration 
of Independence was signed. 
He ran 
away and joined the revolutionary 
forces. 
He rose in rank to Brigadier- 
General for conspicuous bravery on the 
field of battle. 
He was left for dead 
on the battlefield of Cowpens. and a 
British officer in passing his body wan­ 
tonly struck his hand with the flat of 
his saber, breaking the bones of every 
finger. 
To his dying day, which oc­ 
curred many years later. Gen. Nelson 
carried a stiffened hand. He became a 
member of Congress and later was 
made a Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the State. 
DATES BACK OF REVOLUTION. 
Mrs. McLean's ancestry began back 
of the revolutionary period, however. 
Judges Lynn and Beattie, two of those 
twelve Judges known as “The Twelve 
Immortals,” who first signed a protest 
against the British stamp act in 1765, 
ten years before the battle of Lexing­ 
ton, have in Mrs. McLean a descendant 
who is not unworthy of the illustrious 
example of fearlessness of spirit set by 
them. Lieut. James Lackland was also 
an ancestor of Mrs. McLean, as was 
also 
Deputy 
Governor 
Burgess, 
of 
colonial Maryland history. 
Mrs. McLean was educated at what 
was at the time known as the Woman’s 
College. She was graduated at the age 
of fourteen, receiving a diploma which 
is one of her proud possessions to-day. 
She continued her studies in history, 
music and the languages until her mar­ 
riage, in 1883, to Donald McLean, a 
man of a long line of revolutionary 
ancestors like herself and a brilliant 
Sawyer in New York city. 
Mrs. McLean has made a practical 
study of parliamentarv law. and in the 
ong years of battling for chapter rights 
m the floor of the Continental Con­ 
gress and her own big chapter has be-

ALMOST COMPLETE 
DESTRUC­ 
TION OF THE PICTURESQUE 
CALIFORNIA COLLEGE. 


B uilt in Spanish A rch itecture and 
C ost of B uildings Alone w a s Thirty 
Million D ollars—Will Probably 
be 
Rebuilt. 


One of the mose serious results of 
the Pacific coast earthquake disaster 
is the destruction of Stanford Univer­ 
sity, near Palo Alto. More than $30,­ 
000,000 had been expended on the 
buildings alone, and the damage has 
been so severe that it will mean prac­ 
tically an entire loss. This group of 
buildings was planned and built on a 
prearranged scheme and has been ac­ 
counted the finest group of structures 
for educational purposes on this con­ 
tinent, if not in the entire world. 
The 
buildings were all in the picturesque 
Spanish mission style, with the arch as 
tv e principal architectural feature. This 
fact, which was so much a source of 
beauty, has probably been the largest 
source of destruction, because, while 
the arch undisturbed is one of the most 
secure of building forms, when thrown 
out of plumb it must fall. 
IRREPARABLE ART LOSS. 
The main buildings are built around 
an inner quadrangle, which contains 
the offices of adm inistration and some 
class rooms. 
These buildings are all 
one story in height. 
The outer quad­ 
rangle, which comprises the principal 
architectural features of the univer­ 
sity, has as main points of interest 
the memorial arch, with it6 wonderful 
frieze, by St. Gaudens, representing 
the progress of civilization in America, 
and directly opposite this, through the 
inner quadrangle, the Stanford Memo­ 
rial Church, with its mosaic front de­ 
picting the “Sermon on the Mount." 
This building cost, in construction 
alone, $1,000,000, exclusive of the mo­ 
saics and carvings inside and out, and- 
its marble statues and a rt treasures 
from Europe. 
Perhaps it may be said th at the loss 
of the buildings and equipment, in 
spite of their great value, is the least 
part of the disaster, because since the 
university 
was started on 
Senator 
Stanford’s Palo Alto ranch it has been 
a marvelous incentive toward higher 
education on the Pacific coast. 
Not 
only has it gone ahead with great 
strides on its own account, but it has 
carried the State University at Berke­ 
ley along w ith it in healthy rivalry, 
until the two gave an equipment for 
higher education in California that was 
not rivaled by that of any other State. 
MRS. STANFCL.D’S GENEROSITY. 
If it were not for the indomitable 
spirit which seems to have enabled the 
university to triumph over many diffi­ 
culties it might be said that its career 
has been particularly ill-starred. 
For 
in spite of its great endowment, said 
to exceed that of any other institution 
of learning in the country, it has been 
unfortunate from the beginning. Vex­ 
atious litigation arose at the time of 
Senator Stanford s death, in 1894, and 
the claims put forward by those who 
had received personal bequests, to have 
them settled first, seriously impaired 
the finances of the university because 
it was impossible to realize UDon its 
property. After that the Pacific rail­ 
road suits tied up the university money 
for a couple of years, until the Su­ 
preme Court decided in favor of the 
Stanford estate. B ut Mrs. Stanford, 
with wonderful courage and singleness 
of purpose, unselfishly turned all of her 
property over to the university, saw 
it through its crises until her recent 
tragic death in Honolulu, when the 
Leland Stanford University was again 
thrown in despair. Its present de­ 
struction by the earthquake seems to 
come as a culminating disaster, yet it 
is probable that it will rise again su­ 
perior to the conditions which seem 
in league against it, though it has 
practically been set back to an abso­ 
lutely new beginning. 
It is already understood that plans 
have been considered for the rebuild­ 
ing of the university, as the statement 
has been made by President David 
Starr Jordan to the students of the 
university, asking them to rem ain and

gration at any cost of life or property 
With them they brought a ton and a 
half of gun cotton, the terrific power 
of which was equal to the maniacal de­ 
term ination of the fire. 
Capt. MacBride was in command of 
the squad, Chief Gunner Adamson 
placed the charges, and the third gun­ 
ner set them off. 
The thunderous detonations to which 
the terrified city listened all that dread­ 
ful Friday night meant the salvation of 
many lives. 
A million dollars’ worth 
of 
property, 
noble 
residences 
and 
worthless shacks alike, were blown to 
drifting dust, but 
that destruction 
broke the spirit of the fire and sent the 
raging flames cringing back over their 
own charred path. 
DYNAMITE A BLOCK DEEP. 
The whole east side of Van Ness ave­ 
nue, from Golden Gate to Greenwich, 
was dynamited a block deep, though 
most of the structures stood untouched 
by flame or cinder. 
r>ot one c .rge 
failed; no one building stood upon it 
foundations. Unless some second ma­ 


licious tantrum of nature reversed the 
direction of the west wind the whole 
populous district to the west, blocked 
with fleeing refugees and unilluminated 
except by the disastrous glare on the 
water front, seemed safe by 9 o’clock. 
Van Ness avenue is flat as the earth 
on the east side. Every pound of gun 
cotton did its work, and, though the 
ruins burned, it was but feebly. From 
Golden Gate avenue on the north the 
Are crossed the wide street in but one 
place—the Claus Spreckels’ residence, 
on the corner of California street. 
There the flames were writhiDg up the 
walls before 
the dynamiters 
could 
reach it; yet they made their way to 
the foundations, carrying their explo­ 
sives despite the furnace-like heat. The 
charge had to be placed so swiftly and 
the fuse lit in 6uch a hurry that the 
explosion was not quite successful from 
the trained viewpoint of the gunners. 
But though the walls still stood, it was 
only an empty victory for the fire, as 
bare brick and smoking ruins are poor 
food for flames. 
EFFECTIVE WORK OF WEEK. 
Capt. MacBride’s dynamiting squad 
realized that a stand was hopeless, ex­ 
cept on Van Ness qvenue. They could 
have forced their exploslves further in 
the burning section, but not a pound of 
the terrible guncotton could be or was 
wasted. The ruined block that met the 
wide thoroughfare formed a trench 
through the clustered structures that 
the conflagration, wild as it was, could 
not leáp. 
Engines pumping brine 
through Fort Madison from the bay 
completed the little work that the gun­ 
cotton had left, but for three days the 
haggard-eyed firemen guarded the flick­ 
ering ruins. 
The desolate waste straight through 
the heart of the city is a mute witness 
to the most heroic and effective work of 
the whole calamity. 
Three men did 
this—three, simply, because they would 
not trust their work to others—and 
when their work was over and what 
stood of the city for the first time 
rested quietly, they departed as mod­ 
estly as they had come. They were or­ 
dered to save San Francisco; they 
obeyed orders, and Capt. MacBride and 
his two gunners made history on that 
dreadful night.

It is ju st th is differ­ 
ence th a t m akes the A m erican crowd 
look sm art and prosperous, w hile the 
E nglish crowd looks m erely com fort­ 
able. 
T he New Yorker m ust look prosper­ 
ous.

H is clothes m ust not appear old any 
m ore th an his face. 
T his dem and for 
youth and freshness is what m akes it 
possible for some firms to sell as high 
a s 7,000 su its iu a day. 
H ats and

Little Cannibals. 
Every once in a w hile we hear of 
breeders com plaining of the cannibal­ 
istic habits am ong grow ing fowls, espe­ 
cially am ong those still in the days of 
their early babyhood. 
This pernicious 
habit, when once the young birds be­ 
come thoroughly addicted to it, is ra th ­ 
er difficult to control and suppress. 
Usually it finds its chief expression in 
flocks confined to close quarters, w here 
the ground is bare and the feed is 
w anting in anim al m atter. 
Bird life 
under natural conditions finds oppor­ 
tunity for w ork and play in the hunt­ 
ing of insects for food and in the care­ 
ful selection of such vegetable m at­ 
te r as its system m ay demand. Young 
chicks, w hen confined, are obviously 
deprived of these opportunities for a 
healthful exercise; th e result is th at 
they become idle, 
w hich engenders 
vicious habits and a craving for some­ 
thing to do as well as for anim al food. 
W hen in this condition if a member 
of the little flock shows a wound or 
effects of blood, the chances are th a t 
one o r two will a t once commence to 
peek a t it. which leads the others on, 
and soon the whole flock will be rend­ 
ing the little one into shreds, devour­ 
ing it before one has opportunity to re­ 
lieve its m isery or to isolate it from 
the flock. 
The rem edy, of course, is 
obvious, 
namely, 
afford 
t i e 
young 
chicks a w ider range and be more care­ 
ful in your feeding by m aking it a 
point to keep them busy by throw ing 
the food into litter or suspending a 
head of lettuce or cabbage where they 
can peck a t It; also supply in one form 
or another anim al food. 
A good way 
to do this is to take the underground 
scratching chick feeds, w hich of them ­ 
selves are a balanced ration, and scat­ 
te r the sam e in a litter of chopped 
straw or hay, about one and one-half 
or tw o inches deep. 
In fact, anything 
th a t will m ake a litte r may be consid­ 
ered available. 


F: ’ - ?n B acteria A ctive—G overnm ent 
to M ake E xperim ents. 
The A gricultural D epartm ent is fol­ 
lowing up a line of scientific investiga­ 
tion of the effect upon perishable goods 
in cold storage for an unlim ited time, 
and Dr. Wiley believes th a t he w ill de­ 
velop the fact th a t legislation is needed 
fixing the period for w hich such a r­ 
ticles as m eats and m ilks m ay be 
stored. 
In 
one of the Philadelphia cold 
storage houses space has been set aside 
for the ex -rim ents and a like arrange­ 
m ent has been made in W ashington for 
storing birds and milk. 
The stored articles will be taken out 
from tim e to tim e and examined to as­ 
certain w hether or not deterioration 
has begun, and a t w hat perioa the 
point has been reached when the ar­ 
ticles can be no longer stored and re­ 
m ain good food. 
It already has been dem onstrated, 
Dr. W iley says, th a t the bacteria th at 
occasion decay rem ain in the m eat 
w hile frozen, and th a t they actually 
carry on their work, although a t a 
greatly reduced rate. 
In one of the cold storage plants in 
Cleveland 
some m eat was recently 
found w hich had been m islaid and for­ 
gotten for a period of eleven years. It 
was sent to the departm ent and a por­ 
tion thaw ed out and examined. 
Decay had gone on to such an extent 
th at the m eat was entirely u r 
for 
use. 
The greater portion of it was 
again placed in storage and the obser­ 
vation will be continued. The fact th at 
the meat, having been frozen for eleven 
years, was in a condition of decay is 
held to conclusively prove th at the 
bacteria can work in the m eat while 
frczen. The object of the investigation 
is to ascertain a t w hat point the decay 
has progressed to such an extent as to 
injure the food value of the article 
stored. 
There is a t present no law prohibit­ 
ing the storage of any article for any 
length of time. The only law upon the 
subject is one th a t requires fowls to be 
draw n before they are placed in stor­ 
age. 


The Oregon's Big Pennant. 
W hen the Oregon left Hongkong re­ 
cently, after her long period of service 
on the A siatic station, she was flying a 
homeward-bound pennant over 500 feet 
in length. 
It was necessary to support 
this long stream er by two sm all bal­ 
loons tied to the end to keep it out of 
the w ater. 
The pennant was made of 
silk thread and attracted m uch atten­ 
tion in the A siatic port. 
In the old days it was the custom to 
have a foot of pennant for every day of 
the cruise. T hat of the Oregon is prob­ 
ably one of the longest displayed from 
the m ast of a home-coming ship, al­ 
though it is on record th a t the old 
Brooklyn, on one occasion upon her ar­ 
rival in New York, displayed a pennant 
700 feet long. 


J Sudden Change. 
Two commercial travelers, one from 
London in d one from New York, were 
discussing the w eather in th eir respec­ 
tive countries. 
The Englishm an said th a t English 
w eather had one g reat fault—its sud­ 
den changes. 
“A person may take a w alk one 
day,” he said, “attired in a light sum ­ 
mer suit, and still feel quite warm . 
N ext day he needs an overcoat.” 
"T h at’s nothing," said the American. 
“My two friends, Johnson and Jones, 
were once having an argum ent. There 
were eight or nine inches of snow on 
the ground. 
The argum ent got heated, 
and Johnson picked up a snowball and 
threw it at Jones from a distance of 
not more than five yards.

Copper la Water Kills Germs¿ 
In looking to the purification of the 
w ater supply, either the local farm sup­ 
ply or the w ater for a great city, re­ 
m arkable results are announced from 
the application of a new m ethod of 
destroying m icro-organism s in w ater, 
w hich w as discovered about a year ago 
by Drs. Moore and K ellerm an, of the 
Bureau of P lan t Industry a t W ashing­ 
ton. It consists sim ply in dissolving a 
certain quantity of copper sulphate in 
the w ater to be purified. 
Fortunately 
the dilution can be made so large th a t 
no deleterious effects are produced up­ 
on th e w ater intended for drinking 
purposes. One p art of copper sulphate 
to eight m illion p arts of w ater is the 
proportion generally used, and it is 
pointed o u t th at, in order to obtain 
any effect of copper from such a m ix­ 
ture a m an would have to drink forty 
gallons of th e w ater. 
D uring the la tte r i a r t of 1904 more 
than fifty sources of w ater supply in 
the U nited S tates w ere treated by this 
m ethod w ith gratifying success. 
Not 
only are dangerous bacteria th u s de­ 
stroyed bu t the green grow ths th a t fre­ 
quently choke up sm all ponds are also 
elim inated. 
Most im portant of all if 
the prom ise th a t by this treatm ent the 
germ s of typhoid fever m ay he entirely 
rem oved from any source of w ater 
supply. 
In th e case of a lake o r pond the 
chemical is applied by suspending bags 
filled w ith copper sulphate over the 
side of a boat w hile the boat is rowed 
about. 
In tw o o r three days the-cop- 
ner is entirely precipitated from the 
w ater, h u t th e beneficial effects of the 
treatm ent, last for weeks or m onths. 
It has been suggested th a t th is dis­ 
covery m ay raise the question w hether, 
after all, our m others were not right— 
although they did not understand the 
scientific aspects of the m atter 
in pre­ 
ferring copper kettles for preparing 
m any kinds of food.

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FOOD ADULTERATIONS—WATERFOWLS, 
GUY ELLIOTT MITCHELL. 
In these days of so much talk about 
pure foods, and with the protective 
legislation by Congress on the subject, 
the bulletin of the Bureau of Chem­ 
istry, Department of Agriculture, on 
“Some Forms of Food Adulterations 
and Simple Methods for Their Detec­ 
tion’’ is very timely. 
Since the middle of the last century 
the subject of food adulteration has 
attracted a constantly 
increasing 
amount of attention. In this country, 
however, very little was done in this 
line until about 1880. In 1881 the 
Division of Chemistry began the study 
of food adulteration, and since then 
has given a great deal of time to the 
subject. Since 1898 the origin and 
place of manufacture of the foods 
studied by the Bureau have been care­ 
fully noted and special attention also 
given to imported foods. 
In 1883 the first practicable food- 
inspection law In the United States was 


facturers that the addition of a pre­ 
servative to food does not properly 
constitute adulteration because the pre­ 
servatives added are of greater com­ 
mercial value than the foods them­ 
selves. Such a claim, however, seems 
to be not! ing but a play upon words. 
For instance, benzoate of soda has a 
greater commercial value, weight for 
weignt, than tomatoes, and the claim 
has been made that for that reason 
its addition to tomatoes actually in­ 
creases the expense of the preparation 
of tomato catsup. As a matter of fact, 
however, it permits the tomato pulp 
to be prepared in large quantities and 
preserved in barrels in a much less ex­ 
pensive way than can be done without 
its use. It is evident, therefore, that 
even though the preservative employed 
is more expensive than the substance 
to which it is added, the addition is 
really made for the purpose of cheap­ 
ening the product.

Food Regulation Abroad. 
Food legislation has received much 
attention abroad and the more ad­ 
vanced foreign countries have effective 
food laws and enforce them rigidly, 
'me subject of the purity of foods is 
more widely studied in the United 
States now than at any previous time. 
The people as a whole are better in­ 
formed on the subject than ever before, 
and there is a constantly increasing 
demand for definite information. In 
response to a very large number of 
inquiries regarding the matter the bul­ 
letin of the Bureau of Chemistry has 
been prepared as a popular statement 
regarding the nature and extent of 
food adulteration, and includes simple 
tests by which the housekeeper or re 
tail dealer may determine some of 
the more prevalent forms of adultera­ 
tion practiced. 
The demand for information on this 
subject is now very general, and, as 
is often the case when public interest 
is deeply aroused, there is an unfor­ 
tunate tendency toward exaggeration 
which frequently amounts to sensa­ 
tionalism. Such an attitude is of 
course to be deplored, and unless it is 
checked must sooner or later react 
unfavorably. It is not unusual to 
speak of some of our typical foods as 
poisoned, and of the manufacturers as 
poisoners. Such characterizations are 
frequently exaggerations to the point 
of untruth. Deleterious substances 
are in many cases added to foods. At 
the same time the word “poison” has a 
very strong and" distinct significance 
and should not be applied to any one 
of the substances ordinarily added to 
foods, except in the sense that they are 
harmful. The word “poisoner” signi­ 
fies a person who intentionally and de­ 
liberately administers an article in­ 
tended to result fatally, or at least 
very disastrously to health. 
The Juggling of Words. 
During recent years there has been 
a tendency to confuse the minds of 
many by an incorrect use of certain 
words frequently used in the discussion 
of foods. It is the policy of some man­ 
ufacturers to limit the word “adulter­ 
ated” to foods to which have been 
added substances of lower value than 
the foods themselves with the inten­ 
tion of increasing the weight or vol­ 
ume. This limitation is certainly not 
justified by the English language nor 
by the facts, and such a restriction of 
the term is entirely unwarranted. The 
word “adulterated” properly describes 
a food to which any noncondimental 
foreign substance, not properly con­ 
stituting a portion of the food, has 
been added. The fact that the added 
substance may be at times of a greater 
commercial value than the food itself 
has no bearing on the question. Con­ 
versely, the word “pure” is properly 
applicable to foods that are unmixed 
with any foreign substance. It may 
be wholesome or unwholesome, but 
this property is not indicated by the 
• word “pure” or “adulterated.” This 
definition is not, of course, complete. 
The claim is made by some raanu-

Broiler ducks are grown by the thou­ 
sands in several localities of Pennsyl­ 
vania, New Jersey and Long Island, as 
well as elsewhere, the greatest num­ 
ber, however, coming from the first 
named sections. One farm alone dur­ 
ing the year just passed marketed 37,­ 
000 broiler ducks from its plant. But 
New England is the home or breeding 
grounds of the best quality of market 
geese sold in this country. The most 
careful, the most determined and the 
most successful breeders and handlers 
of high quality market geese are scat­ 
tered from Rhode Island to the end of 
Massachusetts. 
The old-time common or gray goose 
has been largely displaced by the state, 
ly Embden, Toulouse, African and 
China species. The Embden and the 
Toulouse are the result of a union of 
the efforts of the French and the Eng­ 
lish. The African, the Hong Kong and 
the China geese came, perhaps, from 
the Asiatic countries. 
Recently, at the Boston Poultry 
Show, was exhibited the finest lot of 
geese that have been shown in this 
country for all time. One pair of 
Embden (pure white geese) reached the 
enormous weight of 58 pounds and the 
Toulouse (gray market geese) almost 
equaled them in size. Next to these in 
quality is the African, so much valued 
for the rearing of what are known as 
the mongrel geese. 
The white Embden, said to have 
originated from the visit of a swan to 
some of the commoner flock of a town 
of the same name on the Continent, have 
been carefully bred and selected until 
they are very large, handsome white 
geese, which seem to be valued first 
as a true-bred variety for the producing 
of feathers and market poultry. The 
Toulouse that came from France are 
fully their equal in every way, except 
that the feathers are gray or mixed 
with gray instead of pure white. 
What is known as the wild or Can­ 
ada goose, mated with an African, pro­ 
duces the mongrel goose, so highly 
valued in the Eastern markets from 
Thanksgiving through Christmas times. 
When the Canada gander and the Afri­ 
can goose become properly mated they 
will be constant one to the other to the 
end of their existence, growing each 
year one or two broods of mongrel 
geese that are ready for market during 
Thanksgiving and Christmas times and 
dress to a weight at this age heavier 
than either of the parent pair. The 
quality of the meat is excellent, the 
price obtained ranging from $2.75 to 
$4 each, according to the season and 
the quality and finish of the individual 
specimens themselves. 
These, with the Embden, the Tou­ 
louse and the China geese furnish the 
high-priced geese for the winter mar­ 
kets. No one of these of the better 
qualities is ever sold for less than 28 to 
30 cents per pound, and there is a ready 
sale for all of them offered at these 
prices.

fattening yards are conducted. These 
yards are large plants with lots, some­ 
thing like the stock yards of the large 
cities, only smaller in size. The geese 
are placed in the enclosures and fed 
for heavyweight and fine finish to be 
dressed for market. As many as 10,­ 
000 geese are gathered at one or two 
points in Massachusetts, and fed in 
this way for the winter markets. It 
takes several weeks to properly finish 
them and new supplies are constantly 
coming in to replace those that are 
sold off. The profitable demand for 
geese of this kind extends over a period 
of from nine to twelve weeks, begin­ 
ning just before Thanksgiving and end 
ing in January. 
No attempt has' yet been made in 
this country for the excessive fattening 
of geese, such as is carried on in Ger­ 
many, those so fattened with tig being 
only prepared to a finish for roastin 
nor has fattening or feeding for the 
excessive size of the livers ever gained 
any consideration here. The major 
per cent, of all the geese brought into 
the markets for general consumption 
are 60ld and the demand for them 


where the feathers are just right to be 
plucked from the carcass without hav­ 
ing the bad appearance that of neces­ 
sity must be present if there is a large 
amount of down or short feathers 
showing. Geese, to be properly mar­ 
keted at their best,'should be plucked 
at the right time, then fed and cared! 
for 60 as to be ready for killing just as 
the new growth of plumage is full and 
complete and ready to be stripped clean 
and clear from the body at killing 
time. This is the scientific part, next 
to the experience in the handling, feed­ 
ing and caring for, which bring such 
large numbers to the finest finish and 
most desirable condition for selling in 
the market. 
It is a sight one would never forget 
to see eight or ten thousand of these 
geese confined in lots or runways being 
fed and cared for *by attendants to 
bring them to that perfection of mar­ 
ket poultry not usually seen outside of 
New England and New York City.

Selling Chicks a Bay Old. 
The hatching of chicks in quantities 
and then selling them direct to poultry 
breeders and fanciers is a business that 
is developing all over the country, 
largely doing away with the bother of 
sitting hens and the detail and atten­ 
tion entailed by operating an incu­ 
bator. The plan is simplicity itself. 
Experienced incubator operators put In 
substantial hatching plants solely for 
the production and immediate disposi­ 
tion of chicks direct to poultry people, 
both amateur and professional. For 
the most part the new method possesses 
some range in its application. It has 
been found that day-old chicks will 
bear shipment to a considerable dis­ 
tance, and that a car ride of from ten 
to fifteen and twenty hours is not con­ 
sidered extra hazardous. Prices for 
day-old chicks are a matter of barter 
between seller and buyer, something 
depending on the breeds and strains, 
but usually ranging $1.50 and up per 
dozen. 
There are several establishments in 
this country which make this an ex­ 
clusive business, and enjoy a hatching 
capacity of from 1,000 to 6,000 eggs at 
a time. All report a healthy demand 
for their living product at remunera­ 
tive prices.

A specimen ot about 30 bad cases 
successfully 
treated 
is 
that of a 
soldier, whose chest was covered on 
one side with the scars of an enorm ­ 
ous powder burn and who had the use 
of his arm restored and the scars 
nearly obliterated. 
A 
testing 
apparatus tor varnish, 
supplying a needed 
standard, 
has 
been brought out in Scotland by Prof. 
Baify and Dr. Lanrie. 
It includes a 
blunt steel point pressed down by a 
spiral spring, and this point is drawn 
over a dry coat of the varnish on 
glass, the pressure being increased 
until the varnish is scratched. 
The 
piessure beiDg 
known, 
a 
definite 
measure ot the toughness and hard­ 
ness of the varnish is made available. 
In liquefying helium , the last of 
the gases that have been thought to 
be permanent, Olszewski has reached 
a temperature of 271.8 degrees below 
zero centigrade. 
This is a cold about 
11 degrees greater than Dewar ob­ 
tained three years ago in liquefying 
hydrogen, 
and 
is within about 2 
degrees of 
the 
supposed absolute 
zero. 
Tbe question has now been 
raised whether 273.7 degrees below 
tbe freezing point of water is really 
the absolute zero. 
While the artificial diamonds so far 
produced have been 
very expensive 
aud are too sm all to have any com ­ 
mercial value, 
the manufacture of 
rubies seems to be developing into a 
considerable industry. 
Tbo process 
of making these “ Geneva ru b ies,” as 
they are called, has been supposed to 
be a secret one, but it is understood 
that the apparatus used by a Parisian 
chem ist includes a blow-pipe 
like 
that used by giass-workersand a heat­ 
ing pipe. 
In the latter a pointed 
sugar loaf is built up in strata by 
alternately sifting in finely pulveriz­ 
ed alum ina 
and 
chromium 
oxide. 
This makes possible gradual heating, 
the molten mass takes a spherical 
form, and on slow and careful cooling 
the oxide of alum inum forms regular 
aud perfectly clear crystals. 
Great 
care is necessary to avoid bubbles. 
In this sim ple way it is possible to 
make three or four stones at a time, 
often a quarter of an inch acioss aud 
weighing 13 to 16 carats, and as they 
are genuine rubies only experts can 
distinguish them from the natural. 
The explanation that laughter is 
disappearing on account of the sad 
ness of the modern view of life is d is­ 
carded by Signor E. Franceschini, an 
Italian psychologist. 
He concludes 
that nurth, like poetry, depends upon 
the im agination, and tüat the develop­ 
ment of the

Education

scientific

holds sway and 
people have 
not forgotten how to 
laugh. 
A cetylene is being used as an ex­ 
plosive in 
Germany, where it has 
proven disappointing as an illum i- 
nant. 
Each .cartridge coutains an 
ounce aud three-fourths ot calcium 
carbide, yielding about 16 quarts of 
acbtylene, and after wetting the car 
bide the confined mixture of generated 
gas and air is exploded by an electric 
spark, 
in blasting, the rock is not 
thrown out, but is broken up into 
pieces sm all enough to be readily 
removed. 
Liquid air blasting cartridges, as 
described by M. Jacquier, are made 
by packing powdered charcoal in a 
case of stout paper, and covering this 
with an asbestos wad through which 
a paper tube passes to the bottom ot 
the cartridge. 
When ready to use, 
liquid air is poured iuto the tube, the 
cartridge being fired by a fulm inate 
cap in the usual way. 
Tbe firiDg 
should follow the filling w ithin ten 
minutes, as the liquid air gradually 
evaporates, and after half an hour 
“ missed fire” 
cartridges 
offer no 
danger to the workmen. 
These cart 
ridges 
proved 
much cheaper than 
dynamito when tried in the Sim plon

Their use had to he aband­ 
oned, however, as tbe large quantity 
of carbon m onoxide evolved was very 
injurious to the workmen, and this 
drawback must bo overcome before 
even the great advantages of this ex­ 
plosive can make it practically useful. 
L ightning flashes in a storm are 
found by an E nglish observer to be 
much less irregular in period than 
they 
appear. 
Such 
storms 
have 
usually two foci—som etim es three— 
from which the flashes radiate, and 
the discharges 
from each come at 
quite regular intervals. The apparent 
irregularity is due 
to the varying 
rates of the different centers. 
In a 
storm of July, 1905, the two foci were 
about a m ile and a half apart, and 
in an hour the northern center em itt­ 
ed thirty flashes at intervals of 15, 30, 
45, 60 and 90 seconds, and the south­ 
ern center gave 
sitxeen flashes at 
intervals of 17, 34 and 51 seconds. 
Another 
unexplained observation is 
that just before 
each 
great 
flash 
there is a momentary faint lighting 
up of the sky in the storm region. 
Explosive rock has been reported 
from the north of the Tauern tunnel, 
in Austria. 
The rock is in such com 
pression that, without warning, slabs 
several yards in dim ensions w iil be 
suddenly hurled from one wall to the 
other,

Washington 
Letter. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.! 


Washington D. C. May 19, 1906. 
For a tim e at least, 
tbe senate is 
done with tbe rate hill. 
The final 
vote on the hill has not yet been 
taken, but the A llison amendment has 
been incorporated in it, and the sus­ 
picious words “ in their judgm ent,” 
which alluded to the interstate com ­ 
merce com m ission, have been stricken 
out by large m ajority. 
So it looks 
as though there would be no cloud on 
the[constitutionality of the bill as it 
w ill 
ultim ately 
be 
passed. 
The 
questionable 
words were contained 
in the original 
llepburn bill, but it 
was agreed that 
while they might 
possibly vitiate its constitutionality, 
they could add nothing to its effect­ 
iveness. 
They were therefore elim in ­ 
ated. 
There is still some question 
among the various authorities as to 
how wide a review the A llison amend­ 
ment w ill really amount to. 
The 
chances are that it will prove toler­ 
ably sweeping. 
But if the courts are 
honest, and it is to be presumed that 
they are, there can be no objection to 
a court review of the findings of the 
interstate commerce com m ission. 
There is a good deal of sting in the 
come-back of the com m issioner 
oi 
corporations 
at the 
Standard 
Oil 
Company, and the railroads that he 
had accused of bad faith, rebating 
and other things in connection with 
tbe transportation of oil. 
Mr Garfield 
says in a letter to tbe president on 
tbe subject, that tbe criticism s of the 
railroads and of 
the Standard Oil 
official as to his report are all of them 
groundless and that they dodge the 
real issue. 
He does not brand them 
all as 
“ deliberate 
and 
m alicious 
lia rs,” os did senator Bailey in call 
ing down certain correspondents in 
the senate. 
But he produces a tew 
facts that have alm ost the same effect. 
He says that the inventigatlon dis 


cfosed “ numerous and flagrant viola­ 
tions of the law and discrim inations 
by the railroads in lavor oí the Stand­ 
ard Oil Com pany.” 
He says that the 
Standard Oil Company, 
despite the 
denial of its officials, has been given 
absolutely unassailable 
and m ono­ 
polistic control ot the oil market. 
He points out some of tbe discrim ina­ 
tions as follow s: 
Secret and sem i­ 
secret rates, 
discrim ination in the 
open arrangement of rates, discrim ina­ 
tion in 
classification and in les of 
shipment and tbe discrim ination in 
the treatment of private tank cars. 
He says that unfairness obviously is 
not necessary when tbe Standard ships 
at the higher and tbe independent at 
the lower rate. 
A sam pie of this is 
in the shipm ent of oil in bnlk and in 
barrels. 
The tank cars used by the 
Standard where they do not use pipe 
lines, are returned to them free of 
charge. 
The sm aller producer who 
has to ship his oil in barrels because 
be does not own tank cars, is charged 
the same freight on the barrels as on 
the oil, which amounts to nearly 25 
per cent discrim ination against him, 
aud he is forced to pay the same 
freight on the return ot his barrels if 
he is not able to sell them at the end 
of the run, so that the discrim ination 
in freight charges really amounts to 
50 per cent on this count alone. 
Tbe 
reply of tbe Standard officials is that 
the sm all producer should own bis 
own tank cars, as the Standard does. 
But if he does, he very soon finds 
that the railroads have ways ot land­ 
ing his cars in San Francisco when 
he wants them in New York. 
Mr Garfield reiterates his assertion 
that the 
discrim ination in freight 
rates means a saving to tbe Standard 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually, 
lie declares that to effect­ 
ively conceal the lower rates they 
have given to the Standard, tbe rail­ 
roads have used peculiar methods of 
billing and accounting. 
He says that 
shipm ents have been falsely waybilled 
at the published rates and freight 
charges collected at the lower rates. 
Rates have been made for the express 
purpose of letting the Standard into 
certain markets and for keeping com ­ 
petitors out. 
11, Mr Garfield adas, the 
law prohibits the obtaining of a cer­ 
tain advantage by a specific device 
and the same result is obtained in a 
different way, then the law is faulty 
and its justice is a sham. 
Altogether the com m issionei shows 
him self no mean hand at toying with 
the muck rake, 
but he shows that, as 
com m issioner Clements put it in the 
interrstate com m eice 
hearing, that 
“ if the Standard is muck, there is 
no good reason why it should not be 
raked.” 
In tact Mr Garfield comes 
out as the ida Tarbell of the adm in­ 
istration and it is probable that the 
railroad and Standard Oil officials 
will keep quiet alter this blast for 
fear a worse thing befall them. 
Much more than usual interest has 
attached 
to tbe meeting here this 
week of the National A ssociation for 
the study and prevention of tuber­ 
culosis. 
This 
association resnlted 
from the appointm ent of tbe com ­ 
m ission by tbe president to inquire 
iuto tbe subject and tbe meeting this 
week brought together some of tbe 
greatest medical men from all over 
the country interested in the pre­ 
vention of the diseases. 
It was a sub­ 
ject that knows 
no lim intation of 
color, creed or clim e, and the pro­ 
ceedings of the association were inter­ 
esting in detail. 
The most important 
conclusion reached, however, was that 
tbe check 
of consum ption in 
this 
country could be the result only of a 
campaign of education that would 
reach every person in the land. 
It 
was stated that consum ption is neither 
hereditary nor contagions, though it 
can be and is 
conveyed from the 
patient to the rest of the comm unity 
if he <joes not follow certain lines, 
aud destroy the sputa that carries the 
contagion broadcast. 
The association 
decided to 
enlist 
the aid ot the 
sohool teachers throughout the land 
and get them to help teaching both 
scholars aud parents wbat tuberculosis 
really is, how it may be conveyed 
and how it is to be avoided. 
The 
assoication has a large 
amount of 
literature on tbe subject that is ready 
to distribute on application.

Special Session Called. 
Governor l’ardee has called a special 
session of the legislature to meet at 
the capítol to morrow. 
It seems the 
most pressing measure is oue to pro­ 
vide for an extension of the statute 
ot limitations for six months. Ordin­ 
ary debts, under the present law, 
outlaw in two years, 
and written 
obligations such as notes and mort­ 
gages, in four years from date of 
maturity. 
In this time of financial 
stress, it would be unwise to'enforce 
crilection of many debts, and the 
creditors cannot afford to allow them 
to outlaw. 
The legal holidays, it 
bow appears, had for their primary 
object, the prevention of the statute 
of limitation running against such 
debts. Probably on the lirst day cf 
(the legislature a bill will be passed 
extending the time for tbe next six 
months. Certainly tbe legal holidays 
will not be called off until such an 
act has been passed. 
It is believed 
that in six months tbe crisis will 
have passed and business matters 
will have settled down to normal 
condition, doing away with tbe need 
of special laws. 
To meet general expectations the 
session will be brief. 
To properly 
consider all the subjects recommend­ 
ed for legislative action by tbe com 
mittee would occupy six months. To 
sweep over such a wide lange hastily 
is fraught with danger. 
The gover­ 
nor, let us hope, will prune down the 
measures to be considered to such as 
are actually required by the con­ 
ditions arising out ot the San Frau 
cisco fire. 
It is an easy matter to 
call tbe law makers together; it is 
quite a different proposition to get 
them to let go on the salary of 88 per 
day. 
. 


Insurance Rates Raised.

The insurance companies have taken 
concerted action to increase insurance 
rates throughout California, if not 
the whole Pacific coast, 25 per cent, 
on all risks, except dwelling houses 
and tarín property. 
Notice has been 
served on all agents in Jackson, that 
risks hereafter taken must be on this 
basis. 
The companies have been 
badly shaken by the San Francisco 
disaster, and have adopted ^tnis plan 
of trying to recoup themsleves to 
some extent. 
A number of small 
companies will be uuable to weather 
the storm. 
The effect of this heavy 
increase in rates will be to greatly 
reduce the insurance business, es­ 
pecially in the county towns, where 
the rates h&retotore ruling have been 
considered almost prohibitory. Pro 
perty holders in many instances wiJJ 
conclude that it is better to run the 
chances of loss by fiie than to pay 
such exorbitant rates. And the haggl­ 
ing over technical points in trying to 
squirm out ot obligations by the fire 
in the city, on account of earthquake 
and dynamite damage, still further 
depreciates the insurance companies 
in public 
estimation. 
Property 
holders argue, that if they grasp at 
straws in a great disaster like the one 
which has wrecked San Francisco, 
they would do so under any circum­ 
stances, and that the taking out of a 
policy, 
with the payment of stiff 
premium therefor, affords a sorry 
protection after ail. 


Delinquent Tax List. 
We publish this week the first 
chapter of the interesting annual 
statement of the tax collector, giving 
a list of those who are in anears with 
their d U68 to state and county. 
The 
list is not so long-winded as was at 
first anticipated. 
It is not as long 
a3 that of last year, although the 
amount is larger. At the last moment 
township four marched up to the 
counter and planked down 83000 for 
taxes in that district, making that 
townships shortage very small. One 
half the amount published is repre­ 
sented by a blanket mortgage on some 
mining claims in Volcano district, 
the mortgage being assessed fur its 
full value of 8200,000, and the sum 
deliuqueut being 81500. 
This mort­ 
gage has since been cancelled. 
Were 
it not for this item the amount ot 
delinquency would be under tbe 
average.

The Legal Holidays. 
It was rumored that the legal holi­ 
days are to be continued for two or 
three weeks more. 
Much complaint 
is made thereat, especially those in 
the sections of tbe statu not directly 
affected by the late disaster.

this continuance of the holidays. 
Governor Pardee is falling heir to 
adverse comment because of this long 
embargo on tbe resumption of ordin­ 
ary business conditions.

The banks 
have nearly all opened and are doing 
business. No indications of panic or 
a run on tbe banks have appeared.

We believe 
the governor is not disposed to con 
tinue the holidays oue hour beyond 
the time which he deems, for good 
reasons, to be advisable for the best 
interests of the state. 
Probably the 
insurance companies afford the true 
explanation ot the prolongation of 
the holidays. 
To pungle up from 
8150,tXH),000 to 8200,000,000 for fire 
loss, all at once, is no easy task, even 
for the giant moneyed institutions 
concerned. They have not the ready 
cash on hand to do this. 
They must 
realize on securities. 
And to throw 
vast quantities ot really gilt-edged 
securities on the market at once, 
meaus a tremendous slump in values, 
and probably the ruin of many insur­ 
ance companies believed to be per 
feetly sonud, if given a little time to 
make arrangements to meet their 
losses. 
The failure of a number of 
insurance companies would greatly 
aggravate the situation in San Fran­ 
cisco, and cripple the rebuilding 
plans. Hence, probably the governor, 
at the lustanoe of these companies, 
is extending the holiday season to 
enable them to tide over the crisis 
with the least possible disadvantage.

E arly F riday m orning in the rude 
little te n t on the K ennedy tract at 
l’w enty-thiid avenue, young Mont.e- 
riehard, the oldest son of his griet- 
stricken mother, passed away and this 
morning the last simple rites were 
said. 
L ast evening the E n qu irer p u b ­ 
lished an appeal for Mrs M ontericbard 
and her three children in E ast O ak­ 
land. 
Today there are but two c h il­ 
dren and a great sorrow. 
The oldest 
son has been taken from them. 
The 
father, whose mind had become con­ 
fused by events following upon the 
earthquake, was brought tb Oakland 
last night to attend the funeral serv­ 
ice over his child. 
Rev. H enry K endall Sanborne of 
Brooklyn church officiated at the brief 
service and Miss L illian Cushing and 
Miss Amy R inehart sang the simple 
anthems. 
I t was one of the most p a ­ 
thetic funerals Oakland has ever seen, 
and was conducted u nder the saddest 
of circumstances. 
Mrs L u lu M onterichard, the m other 
of the young man, is the daughter 
of the late senator Eagan and Mrs 
Eagan, who has made her home with 
her daughter for many years. 
The 
family has been in com fortable c ir­ 
cumstances u n til w ithin the past few 
weeks, when by fire and earthquake 
ail was taken from them. 
Mrs M onte­ 
richard is hoping that some way will 
open th at she may be strong enough 
to win a livelihood 
for her little 
family, her weakened husband, her 
m other and herself. 


Miners’ Leins Filed. 


As will be seen from our list of 
instrum ents reoorded, the miners who 
have worked in the W ildman mine, 
and tc whom the oompany is indebted 
for wages, have taken legal steps to 
proteot their interests. 
Sixteen liens 
have been Hied for records, the de­ 
mands aggregraiing 
nearly 515,000. 
The 
situation in 
regard to these 
claims 
for wages 
or 
m aterial 
is 
peculiar. 
The liens are all 
tiled 
against the L incoln M ining Co. 
If 
appears that the Wiidmah Company 
made an agreem ent with th6 L incoln 
Company by th e teim s of which the 
first named 
company acquired the 
right to work or prospect ^ h e Wild- 
man-Mahony mines through the L in ­ 
coln shaft. 
The actual m ining was 
done m ainly on the W ildman ground. 
D uring the period covered 
by this 
work, there existed a tru st deed, to 
secure an indebtedness of something 
like 580,000. 
This took precedence of 
the m iners’ wages claims. 
The W ild­ 
man property passed to Bishop, the 
bolder of the mortgage. 
The sum 
involved in this indebtedness was in 
excess of the m arket value of the p ro ­ 
perty, and the sale to the mortgagee 
extinguished the rights of the miners 
to hold liens against th at property. 
The L incoln mine belongs to other 
paities, and the wage earners, inas 
much as the 
work 
done involved 
the L incoln ground, have Hied liens 
against th at property. 
The mine is 
mainly owned by foreign capitalists. 
The 
legal points involved in this 
tangle are complex, and the prospect 
is excellent fur considerable litigation 
before they are threshed out.

We Have Everything 
In the Drug Line 


Two years ago the big reservoir of 
the 
Staudard 
E lectric 
Company, 
known as Tabeaud lake, was planted 
with black bass, u nder the directions 
of the state fish commissioners. 
The 
Hsh have m ultiplied to such an extent 
that It is now deemed proper to re ­ 
move the restriction against fishing 
in this sheet of water. 
The open 
season for th is 
kind of lish com ­ 
mences J u n e 1st—today. 
So th at as 
far as the law is concerned. Ashing 
will be in order from this date, un til 
the close of th e season. B ut inasmuch 
as the lake is the private property of 
the S tandard Company, 
it will be 
necessary to secure perm ission from 
the officials of th a t company before 
em baiking in this sport, otherwise 
Ushers will be liable to prosecution 
as trespassers. 
While the Hsh were 
planted there by the state, they do 
not belong to the public in the same 
sense as Hsh in navigable or nnalien- 
ated wateis do. 
Anybody can Hsb in 
public waters in the open season w ith ­ 
out asking permission 
of any one. 
With 'Tabeaud lake it is different. 
The lake is privately owned, and the 
right to Hsh cannot be divorced from 
the ownership. 
f t is not expected 
that any difficulty will be experienced 
in securing consent to fish if the pro­ 
perty rights of the company are re­ 
spected. 
A nglers m ight do a lot ot 
damage to the banks of the reservoir, 
which m ight lead the company to 
shut down on fishing. 
Several from Mokelumne H ill were 
on th eir way last week to Hah, but 
they were informed th a t the close 
season was not out, and had to return 
w ithout game. 
f t has been suggested 
th at parties 
fishing m ight palee a 
number of young fish taken from the 
lake in the M okelumne river, and 
thereby stock th at stream in a few 
years. 
Being n navigable stream, the 
right to Hsh would be free to ail in 
the open season, w ithout getting per­ 
mission from any source. 
And black 
bass, it is 
claimed, 
would thrive 
equally well in a ru n n in g stream like 
the M okelumne river as in the still 
waters of Tabeaud reservoir.

Wood to Be Unseated. 


The St. Louis Globe Democrat has 
this to say about the contest of the 
election ot E. E. Wood, a brother of 
H. W. Wood of the Record, who re­ 
presents the I2th M issouri district in 
congress. 
The renort 
declaring Earnest E. 
Wood not entitled, 
and Harry M. 
Coudrey entitled, to the seat in the 
House from the 12th M issouri district, 
will be presented by M artin E. Olm­ 
sted of Pennsylvania, chairm an of 
House com mittee on elections No. 2. 
There will be none to oppose the 
motion ot Mr Olmsted for the adop­ 
tion of the íeport, which bears the 
unanimous 
statem ent of the com ­ 
mittee. 
The unanim ous vote of the 
house, save possibly that of ftood 
himself, will adopt the report. 
But live of the nine members were 
present at the com mittee meeting to ­ 
day, but the one democrat present 
readily agreed to the form of report 
authorized. 
This was Mr Talbott of 
Maryland, who represents a district in 
Baltimore, in which the elements of 
its make-up are very sim ilar to those 
of the 12th district in St. Louis. 
Mr Olmsted presented the two forms 
of his report. 
The long report went 
into details in the case and touched 
on the character of the evideuce and 
the witnesses on Wood’s side, and in 
eluded the Seamau letter to inspector 
Lally of the 
St. Louis police de 
partm ent. 
It told also of how Mr 
Wood abandoned the fight when it 
came his turn to take the witness 
stand in his own behalf, and other 
highly interesting inform ation. 
The 
shorter report is not over 100 words 
in length, if that long, and recites 
merely that the com mittee to whom 
the Coudrey-Wood contest was referr­ 
ed had considered the same and found 
that E rnest E. Wood was not elected 
to the fifty-ninth congress, and that 
Harry M. Coudrey was elected to re­ 
present the 12th district of Missouri 
in the house of representatives, and 
therefore the commttee recommended 
that Mr Wood be unseated and Mr 
Coudrey seated in his place. 
After 
listening to both reports Mr Talbott 
stated that if the short report were 
presented the democrats would sign 
it and make it unanim ous. 
It is 
understood that Mr Talbott promised 
further to make a statem ent, under 
certain circumstances, in case there 
was opposition raised on the floor, 
telling why the finding was unan­ 
imous. 
It was Mr T ablott who, a few 
days ago, was reported to have asked 
Mr Olmsted to postpone final action 
in the case until 
next December 
which would allow Wood to rearain 
in office and draw the salary up to 
that time. 
Before 
the close 
of the present 
session of congress, therefore, Miss­ 
ouri will have ten republicans out ot 
sixteen members in the lower house 
besides one senator, leaving the state 
delegation divided between the two 
parties eleven republicans and seven 
democrats. 
The com mittee passed on the ex­ 
penses of the contest, allowing the 
usual $2000 to each party, as fixed by 
law. 
Wood will, therefore, pocket 
his $2000, when the report is made 
unseating him.

To measure corn find number of cu­ 
bic feet in crib, then multiply by 9 and 
divide by 20, which gives the amount in 
bushels. To determine amount of shell­ 
ed corn to be obtaiued from crib of 
corn in ear find cubic feet of corn, di­ 
vide by 2, and the product will be the 
number of bushels of shelled corn, as 
two cubic feet of corn if souud and dry 
will produce one bushel of shelled corn. 
To find the number of bushels of ap­ 
ples, potatoes, etc., iu a bin multiply 
the length, breadth and thickness to­ 
gether and this product by 8 and point 
off one figure iu the product for deci­ 
mals.—Iowa State Register and Farmer.
